Joy abounds in JIaverford 
Township today and most 
everywhere else in the sub- 
urbs except in Lower Merion. 

Yes, the inevitable finally 
has happened. Lower Merion 
High is no longer invincible 
on the gridiron, the dynasty 
that has existed since 1941 is 
at an end. 

An inspired Haverford High 
team last Saturday did what no 
other rival has been able to do in 
three years, forced Lower Merion 
to accept its first defeat in 23 
games. The margin of victory was 
just one skinny point — 7-6 — but 
it was as all conclusive as if it 
had been a dozen. 

Haverford heroes in the historic 
battle, which was a thriller all the 
way, were Jack Roy, hard run- 
ning halfback who returned a punt 
69 yards for a second period 
touchdown that tied the score at 
6-all; pudley Havelin, a guard, 
who put a beautiful downfield 
block on the L. M. safety man to 
Rive Roy the green signal for the 
final 20 yards of his run; and Kim 
Bilings, also a guard, who neatly 
placekicked the point that wreck- 
ed Lower Merion's hopes of re- 
taining its Suburban Big Six 
crown. 

In beating L. M. for the first 
time since 1939 and the third time 
since the series was started in 
1927. Haverford moved for out in 
front in the title chase. Should 
the Fords get by Radnor at Wayne 
this Friday it would put the Big 
Six championship squarely on the 
outcome of the Upper Darby 
game on Thanksgiving Day. 

Bill Stinson. Haverford coach, 
warns that Radnor won't be soft 
pickings. "No fooling, they're go- 
ing to be tough," he said, "They've 
been playing in a lot of tough 
luck. They have a better team 
than their record indicates. We'll 
probably have a letdown and-Rad- 
nor is bound to be gunning for us 
since we've put ourselves on spot 
by beating Lower Merion. 

"Of course, I wouldn't change

Wltat the Movies Show About the 
L.Merion-Ford Clipping Dispute

Football fans in Haverford Township are incensed, officials at 
Lower Merion High School are perturbed and the sports public in 
general is scratching its head and asking "What really happened?" All 
the result of a report of last Saturday's Haverford-Lower Merion game 
in Sunday's Philadelphia Inquirer. ■ _ 

The Inquirer reporter unfortunately took it upon himself to 
officiate the game rather 'than stick to the accepted rules of sports 1 
reporting. He wrote that Jack Roy's return of a Lower Merion punt for 
a touchdown on the first play of the second quarter was made pos- 
sible by Haverford clipping 'just in front of the catch' and that the 
officials did not see the infraction. 

It so happened a clipping penalty was called on the play, but 
against Lower Merion. The Inquirer quoted Coach Mattis of Lower 
Merion as saying he couldn't understand what an L. M. boy would be 
doing clipping when Haverford was returning the ball. Neither could 
Bill Stinson, Haverford coach, understand why a L. M. player might 
have been clipping. ,.,.., 

The story didn't please anyone. Haverford people thought it took 
credit away from one of their greatest victories, that it was unfair 
because it intimated that the Fords didn't deserve to win. Lower 
Merion people were annoyed because the story hinted that they were 
using the undetected clipping as an alibi. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 

There was not a single Lower Merion squawk on the play — 
either from the coaches or the players at the time or after the 
game. 

NO GRIPES FROM L. M. 

"Personally, I didn't see the play," said Coach Mattis when 
queried about it the next day, "If the officials missed one it was just a 
tough break for us, It's a shame it was ever mentioned because Hav- 
erford deserves all credit possible for beating us. We just didn't have 
it. If we had we would had scored another touchdown."

Of HealthDept. 

Thomas Speaks at 
Meeting of Bryn 
Mawr Women 

Robert J. Thomas, health officer 
of Lower Merion Township, dis- 
cussed Health and Its Importance 
to Welfare at a meeting of the 
Woman's Club of Bryn Mawr Mon- 
day at the Ashbridge Homestead, 
Rosemont. 

Thomas, introduced by Blanche 
E. Meeser, welfare chairman, re- 
viewed the history- of the.Lower., 
Merion Board of Health and de- 
scribed the function of the health 
department under the six divi- 
sions of administrative, vital sta- 
tistics, communicable diseases, 
public health nursing, environ- 
mental sanitation and laboratory. 

"The role of the health depart- 
ment in educating the people of 
the community into principles of 
healthful living is one of the most 
important functions," he declared. 
As a result of the diptheria im- 
munization program, he stated, "it 
was gratifjiing to learn from a re- 
cent survey that in some sections 
7$ per cent of the children up to 
school age were immunized against 
diphtheria." 

The health officer outlined oth- 
er highlights of the health pro- 
gram in Lower Merion Township, 
including the milk control pro- 
gram "for which Lower Merion 
is widely known": and the mos- 
quito and rat control programs. 

Two moving picture films from 
the State Department of Health 
were shown to the more than 40 
members following Mr. Thomas's 
talk. The program concluded with 
a leading by Mrs. Carl H. Zipf, 
"To the Men of America," by Rose 
Trumbull.

Extra Help and Hours Needed to Handle 
Xmas Mail For Service Men and Women 




Additional help and extra hours 
of work were required to handle 
the 45,000 Christmas packages 
sent through Main Line Post Of- 
fices for servicemen and women. 

A survey showed that the Ard- 
more Post Office led the group 
with approximately 18,000 pack- 
ages sent out from September 15 
to October 16. The Post Offices 
included in the survey were: Ard- 
more. Narberth, Bryn Mawr, Hav- 
erford, Wynnewood, Bala-Cynwyd 
and Merion. 

Ardmore 

At the Ardmore Post Office, As- 
sistant Postmaster L. A. Quillen 
stated that while the mailing win- 
dows were not opened after the 
usual hours, three extra men were 
hirrd to cope with the heavy load 
during rush hours, which were 
mainly, during the last week of 
mailing, with Saturday as the 
peak. 

"The fact that not many pack- 
ages were returned for poor wrap- 
ping and overweight," Quillen 
stated, "contributed largely to 
the efficient handling of the 
many packages." 

Bala-Cynwyd 

At the Bala-Cynwyd Post Of- 
fice, a representative stated that 
between five and six thousand 
packages were handled, with 
about 12,000 for the whole period. 
He further stated that while many 
packages were overweight, the 



senders were quite willing to do 
them over, and on the whole, the 
packages were well wrapped.

Joseph L. JCelley, postmaster at 
the Narberth Post Office reported 
two extra helpers were required, 
but the Post Office was not open 
extra hours. Friday, Saturday and 
Monday were the heaviest days 
there, and the Post Office sent 
out about 40 extra sacks of pack- 
ages a day.

Narberth was 
listed as one of the places in which a teen-age club or canteen had 
been established. 

Second, the Y. M. C. A. Ardmore also came out with an 
announcement that it was forming a teen-age group and officers 
had been elected. This, however, is only listed as a Y. M. C. A. 
activity. 

Third, the original Lower Merion High School teen-age group 
went ahead with its organizing plans and elected officers. 



Teen- Age Centers 
Started By County 

Montgomery County Council of 
Defense has announced establish- 
ment in Montgomery County of a 
special "teen-age" program which 
is planned to meet the peculiar 
needs of the "teen-age" people in 
the war period. 

"Expressed on all sides has been 
the desire of these young people 
for a place in their towns to which 
boys and girls together may go, 
and under right and congenial in- 
fluences, engage in social recrea- 
tion. Although only two months 
old, the Teen-Age Center move- 
ment of the County Council of De- 
fense is fast gaining ground with 
six recreational locations already 
established with an enrolled mem- 
bership of over 1,600 boys and girls, 
and 11 others in the process of get- 
ting started. 

The County Council of Defense 
recognized the need for recreation- 
al facilities for "teen-agers" in the 
early part of this year when young- 
sters themselves began to ask com- 
munities for help in setting up 
"teen-age" Centers. Centers 
opened up to date include Ambler, 
Hatboro, Conshohocken, Narberth, 
Pottstown and Upper Moreland. 
The program is conducted under 
the direction of E. Russell Matz, 
chairman of the County Council 
of Defense and Mrs. Dorothy C. 
Towne, field director of War Ser- 
vices. 

Each center is a community un- 
dertaking and boys and girls in 
all'-'walks" of life ■ are '^welcome to 
use the recreational facilities of 
ffie clubhouse. All centers have 
been opened with a small outlay 
of funds and wherever help is re- 
quested from the County Council 
of Defense, recreational equip- 
ment has been provided. 

All centers are governed by Con- 
stitution and By-Laws drawn up 
by the "teen-agers" themselves. 
Membership fees range from 50 
cents to $1 per year with each 
member receiving a membership 
card. 

All centers are operated under 
volunteer supervision with hosts 
and hostesses being recruited from 
community organizations. Every 
desired form of recreation is in- 
stalled including refreshment bars 
serviced by the boys and girls. 

The Council of Defense has 
recommended that the clubhouse 
be housed in unpretentious build- 
ings, in places that are available 
either n a rent free or very low 
rental basis. 

"Such recreation centers are not 
a substitute for any community's 
plans or programs, but rather an 
expansion of them to meet the 
problems accelerated by "living in 
wartime," said E. Russell Matz, 
chairman of the Montgomery 
County Council of Defense.

THERE'S MORE SUGAR COMING 

Housewives who have found their sugar stamps temporarily 
worthless because their grocer's sugar shelf was bare may take hope^ 
now that the War Food Administration promises stepped-up pro- 
duction from the nation's sugar-beet factories in the West and Mid- 
west. On September 1 the nation's sugar inventory was lower than 
on any date since 1935. During the first eight months of this year, 
483,000 tons more of sugar were distributed ih the U. S. than in the 
same period of 1943. Most of the increase went to civilian usage 
for preserving and canning. In one form or another, civilians got 
most of the increase — in preserving and canning of fruits and vege- 
tables, in larger-than-normal production of condensed millc and in 
supplemental allotments for other purposes. 

RECLASSIFY MEN 38 AND OVER 

Men over 38 who have been anxiously watching the mail-box to 
learn of their final disposition under National Selective Service can 
now relax and continue their civilian work with the assurance that 
they are in an age group not acceptable for induction into military 
service. Local boards have been instructed to place registrants of 
38 and over in IV-A, to retain In I-C all men honorably discharged 
and to discontinue the I-A (L) classification. Men in Class I-C may 
not be removed from this classification without action by the Director 
of Selective Service. Local boards will put in other deferred classifi- 
cations men found physically acceptable for limited military service 
only, who have heretofore been placed in Class I-A (L). 

HEY, KIDS, LISTEN TO THIS 

You can tell Dad and Mom that you got it from WPB that there 
will be a few toy soldiers and miniature automobiles and trucks made 
out of zinc on the market this year. The folks may not be able to 
buy new electric lights for the Christmas tree, but they can, get 
tinsel and those gorgeous, colored blown glass ornaments. Tell the 
folks that while toys will be a little higher they will also be a little 
better — less paperboard and more wood and metal. And if you're 
looking for ideas to put into a letter to Santa Claus, here's some in- 
formation to keep in mind — rubber for toys, still prohibited; tricycles, 
scooters and other heavy toys, not being made; electric trains, none 
but some new track for electric railroad maintenance is on the mar- 
ket; toys with gears, not 'to be had; some toy wagons with wooden 
wheels and some with metal wheels; fewer sleds than before the war 
and some of them with wooden runners; some doll carriages with 
metal chassis, others with wood; doll carriage tires, "tb be made of 
"mud", the residue by-product of reclaimed rubber; dolls in pre-war 
quantities, with curls, moving eyes and even voices; plenty oif Teddy 
bears and stuffed toys; more of those new Elastic doll dishes and a 
few modern, steel unbreakable dishes; both metal and wood con- 
struction sets, 10,000 of the metal ones with electric motors; a "fair" 
supply of chemistry sets; a "limited" supply of checkers, dominoes, 
dart boards and other games this year because your "G. I." brother 
is getting some of your share. 

U. S. AND U. K. EXCHANGE RUBBER 

More than half of the crude rubber produced by the British Com- 
monwealth is coming to the United States as reverse lend-lease this 
year, the Foreign Economic Administration announces. Meanwhile, 
the United States is supplying to the United Kingdom under Lend- 
Lease, 86,000 tons of general purpose synthetic rubber, together with* 
tires. This quantity of synthetic rubber is equivalent in manufac- 
turing processes to approximately 70,000 tons of crude rubber. This 
exchange works out very satisfactorily, FEA says, inasmuch as natural 
rubber is essential to synthetic rubber in most production programs. 
The manufacture of truck, bus and aircraft tires still uses an appre- 
ciable quantity of crude rubber. Ninety per cent of the tire3 that 
go to the U. K. are for military use, the remainder for essential 
civilian services. 

TIME TO "START DIGGING" 

"Shelve everything else" and "start digging," was the advice a 
German radio speaker recently gave to men and women living along 
the West Wall, as reported by the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. The speaker said that while the German word, "schanzen," 
which means to dig trenches and build earthworks, "smells of sweat 
and toil," it is "fine and manly" and "healthy exercise." 
FAMINE, FLOODS, COLD, DARKNESS 

"Famine, floods, cold and darkness" threaten the densely popu- 
lated provinces of German-occupied Netherlands, the Netherlands 
Foreign Minister warned in a recent press conference reported by. 
Aneta, official Netherlands news agency. As a result of German 
inundation of Dutch farm lands) much of It with salt water, the 
Netherlands has lost a large proportion of its prospective 1944 crops: 
wheat, 30 per cent; barley, 40 per cent; sugar beets, SO- per cent; 
potatoes, 25 per cent; oil seeds, 25 per cent, and oats, 10 per cent.

Coke Production Leads Nation 

The vast importance of Penn- 
sylvania's contribution to the 
American war effort is made clear 
by figures recently released by 
the Bureau- of Mines as to the to- 
tal production and consumption 
of all types of coke in the Com- 
monwealth. 

Coke is a vital material in the 
^manufacture of steel and iron and 
its use is an index of the produc- 
tion of the ferrous metals. Steel 
furnaces and iron foundries are 
the chief consumers, though coke 
ovens yield by-products of vital 
importance in the manufacture of 
high explosives and chemical 
fertilizers. 

In 1939, Pennsylvania produced 
12,120,000 tons of by-product and 
beehive coke, which was roughly 
one-fourth of the total produc- 
tion of the Nation. In 1943, the 
coke output of the Commonwealth 
had risen to 23,397,000 tons, an 
increase of more than 94 per cent. 
Pennsylvania consumed in 1943, 
32 per cent of all American .coke 
an dexported its surpluses to 25 
other states and to the District of 
Columbia. The furnaces, foun- 
dries, gas plants, and domestic 
heaters ' of the Commonwealth 
consumed 19,130,000 tons of its 
own coke and 1,00,000 tons of 
the finely powdered coke known 
as coke breeze. In addition, Penn- 
sylvania shipped coke for use in 
the iron foundries of California, 
Washington and Oregon, of Okla- 
homa. Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Illinois, as well as Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Ohio, New Jersey, 
New York, West Virginia and 
Maryland.

"The American Red Cross Club- 
mobile Just drove up so I went 
over and got a cup of coffee and 
five doughnuts, but I think the 
boys get a bigger kick out of talk- 
ing to three American girls then 
the coffee and doughnuts. How- 
ever, tell your office that their 
coffee and doughnuts are greatly 
appreciated by the boys in the 
field. There is more laughter now 
than before the wagon arrived. 

"Now we are at the end of a 
48-hour rest period which is in a 
feld near a town, but it and the 
church Is pretty messed up. Jerry 
uses the church steeples as ma- 
chine gun nests and observation 
posts to direct enemy artillery 
fire on us, so we must destroy 
most churches. But when God 
once again reigns in Germany and 
peace is declared, I shall go to 
church the first thing.

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RESCUED BRITISH PILOT HAS 
LONG HOSPITAL ORDEAL AHEAD 



RAF Lieutenant Had His Flight 
Training in the United States; 
Details of Rescue Are Cleared Up 

By ERNIE PYLE 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: While (n the United States for a much needed 

rett, Ernie Pyl'e interrupted his vacation to bring readers this special 

story /rom London, England.) 

London— The story about the RAF pilot who was trapped in his 
wrecked plane for eight days had a happy ending. He is alive, and 
doing nicely. And even though he has a long hospital ordeal ahead, 
he is happy, and grateful and the sun shines for him again, 

When I returned to Londonf 
from Prance on my way to Amer- 
t ica I began tracing the pilot's 
whereabouts. It took almost a 
week to find hirri. Pinally I located 
his hospital, and I traveled half- 
way across England to see him. 
My friend, Bill Strand of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, made the long trip 
with me just for company. 

An RAF station wagon, driven 
by a WAAF. met us at the sta- 
tion and took us to a hospital out 
in the country. The lieutenant had 
been informed we were coming. 
We were ushered into a small, 
sunny ward, and the lieutenant 
began smiling as we walked 
through the door. He held out his 
left hand, for the right one was 
still tender from bullet wounds. 



When we got him out of his 
plane that day almost a month 
ago we knew that In a very few 
days he would either be dead or 
over the hump toward recovery, 
because his burned back was 
gangrenous, and gangrene works 
fast. 
Well, he was first taken to a 

clearing station of the American 

30th division. He was very drowsy 

from morphine. When he began 

to come to, all he could hear was 

a lot of chatter in German, with 

voices answering to Hans, Her- 
man, etc. 
The drowsy lieutenant figured 

that he must be in German hands 

after all. But it turned out that he 

was hearing wounded German 

prisoners talking to each other. 
The lieutenant's back re- 
sponded to treatment. The gan- 
grene was cut away, and it was 
seen that he would pull through. 
He was moved next day to an- 
other field hospital, and then 
three days later he was evacu- 
ated to England by air.

The lieutenant has strong 
leanings toward America. He 
didn't tell us on that day of the 
rescue, but he had his flight 
training in the States. He train- 
ed at Clewiston, Fla., and was in 
American from October of 1941 
till April of '42. 

He had been flying in combat 
for two years, and although his 
plane had often been hit, this was 
the first time he had been shot 
down. He remarked over and over 
again how lucky he was to be 
alive. 

He was regretful that his wound 
would take so long to heal that 
the war would undoubtedly be 
over before he was well again. As 
he said, he would "like one more 
crack at those Jerries." 

The lieutenant was smoking 
Lucky Strikes when we visited 
him, and he said, "You can ^ee 
I've been in an American hos- 
pital." I took him a Zippo lighter 
as a gift, and he was very proud 
of it. As soon as he can use a 
pen he is going to write notes of 
thanks to the two American sol- 
diers who discovered him. 

During those eight days of 
anguished imprisonment he 
never gave up hope that he 
would get out. It was even 
stronger than hope, for he said 
he was positive all the way 
through that he would get out. 
He is Flight Lieut. Robert Gor- 
don Fallis Lee, of Selboume, Or- 
chard Rd.. Sbalford, Surrey. 
Pyle Recalls Events During 
the Rescue of Flier 
As he lay on his stomach on the 
stretcher they tied a metal splint 
around his wounded leg. While 
they were doing this I bathed his 
head again in water from a can- 
teen. , , . 
A soldier lit another cigaret and 



He was nearer right than we had 
thought. He arrived , in England 
one day after the anniversary. 

After that he was in an Ameri- 
can general hospital for 16 days. 
As his wife says, he was treated 
like "my lord." He was their prize 
patient. And then he was mov- 
ed to the RAF hospital where- 
he is now and will be along 
time to come. His wife and baby 
come to see him twice a week. 
His present condition is this: 
His back is still painful but is 
healing excellently. Unfortunately 
he has to lie on it. because of his 
shattered leg being in a rack. 

His right hand,, on which a bul- 
let had cut the' fingers to the 
bone, is out of the bandage now 
but is still very tender. 

His right leg, which was not 
wounded at all, is giving him 
trouble. Because of lying for 
eight days in one position, with 
the leg bent and pressure on 
certain nerves, he has lost con- 
trol over his foot. He can move 
the leg all right, but the foot 
just flops around. The doctors 
think it will eventually be all 
right. 
His left leg is the worst problem. 
As you may recall, his left foot 
was pinned under the rudder bar 
all that time, and the calf of his 
leg had a shell hole in it. We 
couldn't tell .lust how bad the 
wound was when we got him out. 
Well, the wound was apparently 
caused by a 20-millimeter shell 
which exploded Inside his leg. It 
completely destroyed about an 
inch of both bones in the leg. 
There was simply a cap there, 
with no bone whatever. 

He has already had three oper- 
ations on this leg. and he will 
have many more. They will have 
to graft in new bone and then 
give it months to grow and 
strengthen. The doctors say it will 
be 10 months to a year before he 
can walk, but that eventually he 
should have 90 per cent use of his 
leg. That means he will probably 
walk with a limp, but he will walk. 
As his wife wrote me, in a beau- 
tiful letter: 

"We have our fingers crossed to 
get him home for Christmas. After 
that I guess he and Clare Marg- 
aret can teach each other to 
walk V 

Clare Margaret is their baby, 
now nine months old. 

At tile hospital the RAF pilot 
and I enjoyed living over again 
the climax of these eight days of 
Imprisonment In his wrecked plane 
in France. 

When we rescued him that day 
I had not wanted to badger him 
with trivial questions, sq there 
were some things I didn't get 
straight, and other things I had 
straight which he was mixed up 
on. 

I thought his leg had been 
wounded while he was still in 
the air. But he told me it didn't 
happen until about three hours 
after he had crashed, when 
there was shelling and shoot- 
ing all around him. He said that 
whatever kind of shell it was 
made a terrific racket when it 
came through the plane and 
struck him. 

The little hole in the side of the 
plane through which he had 
thrust his hand— we thought that 
had been torn when the plane 
crashed. But actually the pilot had 
made it himself during those eight 
days, trying to tear a hole big 
enough to get out. 

He worked at it off and on with 
a little crowbar he had in the 
cockpit. He asked me If I thought 
he could ever have made the hole 
big enough by himself. I told him 
there wasn't a chance. 

He said the worst thing in 
those eight days was the thirst. 
After "the first couple of days he 
wasn't hungry at all, but the thirst 
was torturing. He said that for 
hours and days he visualized 
.creeks full of water, and all the 
pubs where he had left a little 
beer In the bottom of glasses. 

He had 'seen the columns I wrote [ 
about his rescue, and he was mod- 1 
e&tly pleased about them. He] 
laughed at one thing I had said— | 
that his eyes, as he rolled them 
there in hjs imprisonment, were! 
like "big brown tennis balls." 

Actually his eyes did seem like i 
that. But in the hospital that ef- ! 
: feet had gone, and his eyes seemed ! 
of 'nbmal'Suse, Hisface had. filled 



He took a long, deep drag, and 
put his head down on the litter 
and closed his eyes. The morphine 
finally was making him groggy, 
but It never did put him out. 

The cigaret burned up almost to 
his fingers. An officer said. "It's 
going to burn him," and started 
to puli it from between his fingers. 
But the pilot heard and lazily 
opened his eyes, took another 
puff, and with his thumb pushed 
the cigaret.

New System to 
Be Started For 
.'A' Rations 

The new Basic "A" Gasoline 
Ration which will become valid 
on November 9 will contain six 
coupons per period instead of 
the eight coupons in the cur- 
rently valid book. The gallonage 
per period will remain the same 
but each coupon will be worth 
four gallons instead of three as 
at present. The No. 12 coupons 
in the present book will never be 
used. Instead, begin on Novem- 
ber 9 to use No. 13. There will 
be only three valid coupons No. 
13 which will last for 6 weeks. 
This is to bring the whole 
country in line. The West is at 
present using No. 13. The cou- 
pons No. 14 will become valid 
simultaneously over the whole 
country on December 21. 

The renewal of basic motor- 
cycle rations will be handled in 
the same way as the renewals 
of "A" rations. The same appli- 
cation form is used. The new 
"D" coupons for motorcycles are 
valid November 12, 1944. The 
value of the' coupons remains

I personally saw no clipping 
on the play." 

Domenick Carpani, Lower Merion guard who goes down field 
under punts, complained when he was taken from the game that he 
been clipped. He was told by Coach Mattis "to forget it." 

But this apparently wasn't the "infraction" to which The In- 
quirer referred because it was Bill West who was taken out by a 
Haverford player as Roy made the catch. 

THE OFFICIAL STORY 

We queried two of the officials about the play. They asked not to 
be quoted but explained it thusly: That they saw no rules infractions 
until after Roy had returned the punt past midfield and well into 
scoring territory. It was then that a Lower Merion player (one said it 
was No. 47; the other recalled it was either 41 or 47) picked himself 
up from the ground and, finding he couldn't catch the ball carrier, for 
some unexplained reason threw himself across the rear of a Haverford 
player running down field after the ball carrier. The official who called 
the infraction said it took place just past midfield, near the Lower 
Merion side. 

The officials considered it significant that not a single Lower 
Merion player protested when the rules infraction was called. 
WHAT MOVIES SHOW 

Curious to know what really happened we accepted the invita- 
tion of Lower Merion's Russell McGrath to look at the movies that 
were taken of the game. 

The movies of the touchdown play show Carpani' being taken out 
by what could be clipping. L. M. coaches believed this to be the 
infraction that was called against L. M. instead of Haverford. But 
after talking to the officials we were convinced this couldn't have 
been "the play" because Roy was just starting to return the punt 
when Carpani was taken out; whereas the officials claim the foul 
they called occured after Roy was deep in scoring territory. 

The play that apparently caused The Inquirer scribe to blow his 
top was that of End Bill West being taken out directly in front of Roy 
as the latter caught the punt on the rebound. The movies show a 
Haverford player apparently pushing West on the back as West 
lunged for Roy. Both West and the Haverford player fell to the 
ground. If there was pushing at this particular spot it would have been 
illegal use of hands by the offensive team; which would have been a 
penalty of 15 yards from the spot where the foul occured. 

You will notice that we did not say the movies definitely proved 
there was clipping or pushing. We've known the camera to give the 
wrong impression many times. A play taken from one angle can look 
entirely different taken from another angle. Furthermore, one can go 
through the movies of any particular game with a fine tooth comb and 
find scores of infractions that went undetected. 

The movies do not show Umpire O.. M. Hopkins . dropping his 
handerchief near midfield to indicate where Lower Merion supposedly 
committing its foul, nor do they show this foul being committed. 

This seems to bear out the contention of officials as the 
movies stay with Roy on his run and the officials said the L. M. 
infraction was committed quite some distance behind Roy after 
he had been cut free. 

LET'S FORGET IT 

When you come down to it. this is a ridiculous amount of space 
to devote to a situation created by a writer eager to make the officials 
look bad. 

The Inquirer reporter was the only one protesting and gesturing 
along the sidelines on the L. M. side of the field as Roy was touch- 
down bound. He was the only one who protested to the officials be- 
tween the halves. 

This happens to be typical of that particular writer, who is quite 
the exception in the field of sports reporting. At the Lower Merion- 
Abington game he made a nuisance of himself, protesting to the offi- 
cials that L. M. should be penalized because the Waterboys went on 
the field when there wasn't a time out, and charging that the same 
Waterboys were carrying signals to the players. 

With all the discussion that's been caused by his article of last 
Sunday, these facts remain clear and unchallenged: 

It was a good, hard played, clean game and that Haverford 
deserved to win, even though the margin of victory was only one 
point. 

That Lower Merion accepted that defeat as champions and 
good sportsmen should, with praise for the victors and without 
alibis for then 1 f allure. f .

How to Obtain New

It is well to remember, the Club 
states, that the A-12 coupons in 
your present book will never be 
valid. The next coupons used 
after the expiration of the A-ll's 
on November 8 will be the A-13's, 
first of the serially numbered cou- 
pons in the new book. Only three 
A- 13 coupons will be in the book, 
but each will be worth four gal- 
lons and will be valid through De- 
cember 21.
